business at this time. So far as their accounts 
were concerned, the shareholders would have 
athered that the rofits earned in 1916 were 
,500 less than in 1915, as the sum brought in 
was only £2,200 this year, as against £11,000 in 
1915. A further difference of £9,400 arose, so 
that the actual amount available for distribu- 
tion was reduced by £14,900. The reduction in 
the profit was more than accounted or by the 
increased income tax, which, so far as they were 
concerned, had reached in two years an amount 
nearly sufficient to pay 3 per cont. on the whole 
of the Deferred capital of the company. On 
the other hand, there had been during the year 
an increase in royalty and other income of 
£1,700, and a reduction in expenses of £2,100, 
As to thé figures in the balance sheet, he had 
nothing to sgy, beyond pointing out that the 
item of investrnents of £19,900 in the 1915 
balance sheet no longer ap ared. Those invest- 
ments had no particular relation to the interests 
of the company, and had been sold at the 
trifling profit of some £1,200. The proceeds 
would now be available for investment in some 
more suitable direction. The dividend recom- 
mended on the Deferred Shares had been re- 
duced to 7 per cent., as against 7} per cent. 
That payment exhausted all the available 
profits, and reduced the carry forward almost 
to vanishing point, but as a holding company 
they were in a position to pay away all their 
profits.

Under the last the Dunlop Rubber Company 
mighb be called upon to pay away very large 
sums in cash, while there was a distinct limit 
upon increased earnings, all profit over a cer- 
tain point passing automatically to the Govern- 
ment. The profits oi all progressive companies 
could be divided into two parts—viz., the amount 
that could be distributed to its shareholders and 
the amount which was required to finance the 
operations of any normally progressive business. 
All competitive industria! businesses had to 
show distinct progress from year to year if they 
were to hold their own either by increased turn- 
over, ced costs, or improved production. 
The prggress had to be financed, and the 
soundest method was to finarce it out of un- 
distributed profits, which in that sense could 
only be regarded as capital. Accordingly, if 
those profi were to be paid away to the 
Government in cash, and such a policy were 
persevered in, it could only be justified by a 
great national emergency, and would ultimately 
endanger British imdustry for the benefit of 
foreign competitors. In his opinion, such a tax 
could only be regarded as a raid upon the 
reserve funds of industrial businesses. he De- 
ferred shareholders would see that unless a 
larger dividend were paid by the Dunlop Rubber 
Company, or there were a substantial increase 
im royalty, their 7 per cent. dividend could not 
be incréased.

The Chairman, in putting the motion, which 
was adepted, mentioned that Lady Wimborne 
had spoken to him of the Home in terms of 
the highest appreciation. It was a matter of 
great regret that the financial strain had, to 
some extent, led to a diminution of its work, 
but that was all the more reason why the 
subscriptions should be increased. No words 
could too strotiy in recommending the work 
of the institution to the benevolent considera- 
tion of the public.
